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WHY PAMPHLETS? 


A T the heart of every new movement and o^y new msdtu- 
r\ +inn k -in idea This idea may not in the first instance oe 
dem-lv defined It may be differently interpreted by different per- 
smis A long time may elapse before its full significance is grasped 
bv anyone But the idea is there, seeking embodiment, fii st in the 
spoken or written word and finally in the lives and actions of men. 

The idea at the heart of the Quaker movement in the seven¬ 
teenth century was dynamic and explosive. In that heroic apos¬ 
tolic period it first found utterance in two ways: by a ^nUiUK e o 
preachers of the message and by a multitude of pamphlets. T1 
preachers are still well known, but the pamphlets did their woik 
and disappeared. Like the preaching of the missionaries, the 
pamphlets ranged in character from ecstatic, almost incoherent 
outenes to closely reasoned theological arguments. 1 dies and 
title-pages were worded so as to attract notice, and no phrase was 
too SW or extravagant for this use Sorne w« g 
Calls”- others were announced more humbly as Bub g. 
through an Earthen Vessell.” Turning over their yellowed pages 
one his the feeling of treading upon an extinct volcano whe^ 
once a great fire burned. These pamphlets were prated mid d| 
geminated by the thousand, and in each there was revealed some 
phase or aspect of the great inner, motivating thought. 

In this early means of expression, as in several other respects 
Quakerism resembled primitive Christianity. Our Bib e itself 
is a collection of sixty-six pamphlets, written at widely different 
























times but each portraying some aspect of our religion. The gospel 
of Mark, the gospel of John, the epistle to the Romans, the epistle 
of James, the epistles to the Hebrews, the book of Revelation rep¬ 
resent six different views in the early Christian movement. Chris¬ 
tianity would be poorer by the loss of any one of them. Each new 
revival of Christianity has been accompanied by an outburst of 
pamphleteering, and one movement, the TraCtarian, received its 
very title from its expositional tracts. 

When Pendle Hill was established it too embodied an idea, the 
significance of which is gradually becoming clarified. This basic 
principle concerned the application of the tenets of the Society of 
Friends to adult education as a preparation for usefulness in the 
fields of religion and social action. Because it is a Quaker insti¬ 
tution, Pendle Hill differs radically from a theological seminary 
or a school for social workers. As in the case of other vital move¬ 
ments, small or large, the idea motivating this experiment sought 
embodiment in pamphlets. Pendle Hill pamphlets, like the early 
Christian or the early Quaker tracts, present a variety of points 
of view, but they are all in some way derived from the funda¬ 
mental Pendle Hill idea. Variety is evidence of life; cold uni¬ 
formity presages death. 

But why pamphlets? Why not books, or magazine articles, or 
posters? The typical pamphlet has certain characteristics which 
make it an apt vehicle for experimental thought. It should be the 
right length to be read easily at a single sitting. 11 should portray 
a single thesis without wandering from it. It must be concerned 
with a topic of immediate contemporary importance. And a 
Quaker pamphlet, like a Quaker sermon, must embody a concern. 

It naturally follows that the method of production of Pendle 
Hill pamphlets is unprogrammed, as unpredictable as a Friends' 
meeting. This accounts for the irregularity with which the pam¬ 
phlets issue from the press. The Publications Committee takes 
little initiative in the matter. When concerns are expressed at 
Pendle Hill in speech or writing, or when in the mind of a man 
or woman connected with Pendle Hill a message arises of such 
caliber that it appears to meet some need of our times, here is a 
handy vehicle for wider expression — so a pamphlet materializes. 
The committee critically examines the manuscript and if need be 
makes such suggestions as will tend to make the meaning plain. 

Publication of this kind is often subsidized, but the Pendle Hill 
pamphlets have in most cases met their own charges, though sold 
at cost. Some years ago the committee which produced The Chil¬ 
dren’s Story Garden gave to Pendle Hill the sum of $ 1,000 from

its royalties as a revolving fund for publication. This made pos¬ 
sible an expansion of the printing program. But this very expan¬ 
sion has in its turn occasioned the need of more capital for carry¬ 
ing stock as yet unsold. 

Pendle Hill pamphlets are now widely known and often 
quoted. More than a thousand a month are being sold. They offer 
an unequalled opportunity to broadcast a message deeply needed 
today.

THE PAMPHLET SERIES . 

Pendle Hill pamphlets are occasional studies, essays or other brief productions intended 
to quicken thought on current issues. Twenty-one titles make up the full list to date, includ¬ 
ing the Historical Series, with two now ready for the press and two more in preparation. 
Howard H. Brinton, Richard B. Gregg, and Mildred B, Young have each written three 
pamphlets. A, J. Muste has produced two, while Henry J. Cadbury, Gerald Heard, Rufus 
M, Jones, Eleanor Price Mather, Bertram Pickard, F. W. Sollmann, Douglas V. Steere, 
and Dora Willson have contributed one apiece. New manuscripts by Kenneth Roulding and 
Elizabeth Janet Gray are ready for the press. The first pamphlet sold for five cents; the 
others have ranged from ten to fifty cents (paper covered), the prevailing sire being priced 
at fifteen or twenty-five cents. Of the first seven pamphlets all but Number Four are out of 
print. The publications committee prefers to publish new pamphlets rather than to reissue 
earlier material. 

Number one. The series began with a slim pamphlet of eleven pages which grew out of 
a course of study conducted at Pendle Hill in Vincent D. Nicholson here deals 

with Cooperation and. Coercion as Methods of Soctal Change. 

Number two by Howard H. Brinton entitled A Religious Solution to the Social Prob¬ 
lem was delivered as a Pendle Hill public lecture in the autumn of 1 934- It deals with the 
role of religion in remedying the excessive individualism of our time while at the same time 
respecting the hard won rights of the individual. 

Number three. The Value of Voluntary Simplicity, was written by Richard B, Gregg 
during his directorship of Pendle Hill in 193 s- 3 * 5 - lie purposes eventually to use it for a 
chapter in a book. Among the section headings are social and religious aspects of simplicity, 
simplicity as a kind of psychological hygiene, involuntary and voluntary simplicity. 

With number four. The Totalitarian Claim- of the Gospels, the present publications 
committee began its work in 1937. Two thousand copies of this pamphlet were issued of 
which two hundred are still available. The essay's theme is the intensely practical aspect 
of the teaching of Jesus. 

Number five. Pacifist Program in Time of l Var, Threatened War or Fascism, also by 
Richard B, Gregg, has been Pendle Hill's most widely circulated pamphlet. A review in 
Uncle Dudley's column in the Boston Post was responsible for the sale of a considerable 
number. Ten thousand copies were Issued in three printings within the year 1939-40* 

Number six* Functional Poverty, was the first of three pamphlets by Mildred B. \ oung. 
These essays, delivered as mid-winter lectures at Pendle Hill in 1940, 41, and 42, have 
spoken to the condition of persons here and there who are trying to dove Lop a more peace¬ 
able and less cumbered way of living. “For some," says Mildred Young, "the means of 
freedom lie in drastic limiting of material possessions and processes ... a clearing off that 
opens the way for new growth." 

Number seven, A Quaker Mutation, contains Gerald Heard's idea of what such a 
center as Pendle Hill might become by taking certain psychological principles into consid¬ 
eration as basic to its routine. 

No Quaker series would be complete without a title by Rufus M, Jones. Rethinking 
Quaker Principles, number eight, has gone through two editions and its sales are still 
active. This is the first time that Rufus Jones could be had in so small a compass. 

Number nine, Quaker Education in Theory and Practice by Howard H. Brinton 
assumed almost the proportions of a book. It contains 335 pages, and in addition to the 
uniform paper cover characteristic of Pendle Hill Pamphlets, it can be had in boards. 
Fifteen hundred copies of which a few are still on hand appeared in 1040. This little 
volume contains an outline history of Quaker education and a review of Quaker educational 
policies* A reprint of two thousand copies of Chapter II on "The Nature of Quakerism 
has been entirely dispersed. 











Pamphlet number ten was prepared by Douglas V, Steere on the eve of his departure 
for Central Europe in 3940* It bears the title Community and Worship. This was the third 
Pen die Hill publication to deal with the Friends' Meeting as a special form of community 
life, the earlier essays being A JtaHghus Solution to the Social Problem, and Divine* 
Jiuman Society, a William Penn lecture delivered by Howard H. Brin ton, printed by the 
Book Committee, and later reissued by Pendle Hill. 

Number eleven, A Discipline for Non-Violence, by Richard B. Gregg has had an 
interesting history. Copies printed on thin '*Bible’' paper were sent to friends of the author 
in India. Jn 1941 an Indian edition, in English, with a foreword by M. K. Gandhi appeared 
from the Navajman Press in Ahmedabad, This essay, says Mahatma Gandhi, "is seasonable 
and cannot fail to help the Sat ya grab is of India, For though . , , written in a manner 
attractive for the West, the substance is the same for both the Western and the Eastern 
Satyagrahi” The subject is manual work as a pacifist discipline. Seven hundred copies 
remain out of a large edition, 

Mildred B, Young’s second Pendle Hill Pamphlet is number twelve, A Standard of 
Ltvnig. Continuing the discussion initiated in Functional Poverty 3 it has superseded number 
six which is now out of print. 

The World Task of Pacifism, number thirteen, is the first of two pamphlets by A, J. 
Muste. a frequent lecturer at Pendle Hill. Almost five thousand copies have been sold, A 
special edition carrying the imprint of tile Fellowship of Reconciliation was made for the 
benefit of their members. Here is clearcut detailed strategy adapted both to wartime and 
peacetime for those w T ho can employ peaceful methods only, 

F, W. Soilmann, a permanent staff member of Pendle Hill and annual lecturer for the 
Rotary International* wrote Religion and Politics, number fourteen. This essay by a 
man whose life has been spent as an active journalist and politician* has elicited an unusual 
amount of favorable comment. It maintains that a properly functioning democracy presenta 
the remedy for current social tensions, 

Bertram Pickard's pamphlet, number fifteen. Peace Makers* Dilemma, analyzes the 
controversy between the two wings of the pacifist movement: those w-ho would bring peace 
through international organization and readjustments in the social order backed by sanc¬ 
tions and those who will not engage in war for any purpose. Bertram Pickard who was for 
many years director of the Friends* Center in Geneva suggests means through which these 
two parties might come to understand each other better and so work together. 

Number sixteen, A. J. Muste's second pamphlet, bears the title War is the Enemy. 
With Bertram Pickard's Peacemakers* Dilemma and Kenneth Boulding's forthcoming 
essay Now Nations for Old, it forms a trio dealing with the current war problem. 

Kenneth Boulding's AW Nations for Old will be number seventeen. It points out the 
dangers as well as the virtues of nationalism. The author holds that peace will come pri¬ 
marily as a transformation of the ideals of national policy and only secondarily through 
the establishment of an international organization. 

Number eighteen, Elizabeth Janet Gray's Anthology With Comments, a devotional 
booklet, will come as a delightful surprise to all readers of Pendle Hill Pamphlets. 

JOINT PUBLICATIONS WITH THE A. F. S. C. 

In addition to these publications Pendle Hill has cooperated with the American Friends' 
Service Committee in printing Help Wanted, an account of typical difficulties experienced 
by conscientious objectors in the last war, by Arle Brooks and Robert J. Leach of which 
ten thousand copies have been circulated. Pacifist Living Today and Tomorrow by E. Ray¬ 
mond Wilson and others was another joint publication of Pendle Hill and the Service 
Committee, 


PENDLE HILL HISTORICAL STUDIES 

The results of research carried on by members of Pendle Hill are printed from time to 
time in this series. Its initial number was Negro Membership in ibe Society of Friends 
by Henry J. Cadbury (10,15). Sources of the Quaker Peace Testimony, by Howard H. 
Brinton (1942). appeared early in the present year in an edition of three thousand copies. 
It has had an unusually rapid sale, less than eight hundred copies remaining on hand in 
April, This pamphlet shows* by historical evidence, that Quakers have used all types of 
argument to uphold their pacifist position, but most often they have employed arguments 
based on direct insight into the nature of Truth and Goodness, 

Barclay in Brief by Elcanore Price Mather appeared within the last month. Her reduc¬ 
tion of the Apology from 500 to 50 pages with an historical introduction has received an 
enthusiastic reception, a fact which suggests that Friends of today are again turning 
toward the synthesis of the experienced side of religion and the historical side which was 
achieved in the doctrine and practice of the early Friends.

Night and the Hope of Dawn 


Out of the Night. By Jan Valtin (Alli¬ 
ance Boo\ Co., $ 3 * 50 .) 

If, as is commonly supposed, lubricity and 
horror in the pages of a book appeal enough 
to morbid interest to make it a best seller, 
the book Out of the Night* by “Jan Vab 
tin,’ 1 would in any case have been assured of 
wide circulation; but the fact that it has 
been distributed as a “Book of the Month,” 
and that the March Reader's Digest has de¬ 
voted over forty pages to “certain high¬ 
lights,” has brought it to the attention of 
many thousands of readers who have read 
Wm in the field of revolutionary literature 
and who are ordinarily repelled, rather than 
attracted, by details of sexual depravity, 
brutality and crime, Undoubtedly among 
these latter thousands arc many readers of 
Advance. 

What are we to think of a book that in its 
autobiographical details is more disgusting 
and more appalling, probably, than anydiing 
that has hitherto been published, but drat 
nevertheless, if one half of what it relates 
be true* is an important and revealing docu¬ 
ment regarding movements and events that 
are interwoven wkh die present world 
tragedy and that have die most exact and 
acute bearing on the future of democracy? 
We question whether anybody is quite com¬ 
petent to discuss the book who has not read 
it from cover to cover. This requires a de¬ 
termined will and a strong stomach (at least 
it has in our case), but it is none the less 
necessary; for the forty-odd‘pages in the 
Digest, even if they give well-selected high¬ 
lights* are a small part of a book of 752 
pages, and die filthiest: and most repulsive 
parts of the autobiography have definite bear¬ 
ing in estimating the character and credi¬ 
bility of the author, and the total effect or 
impression, in die light of which any or 
every part must be judged. 

Much in the book could be checked by a 
competent knowledge of recent revolutionary 
history, but it is obvious that a great deal is 
unverifiable and must be accepted, or re¬ 
jected, on the author’s word. Bertram D. 
Wolfe in a long review in The New Republic 
for Jan. 27 stated that wherever lie could 
“check it against his first-hand knowledge 
the story is exact and truthful.” Our own 
estimate would be that a framework of truth 
has been filled in with sensational details, 
and that there is no clear evidence that a 
large fictional dement has not been incor¬ 
porated to make the book appeal to many 
who would not have been interested in a 
matter-of-fact record of revolutionary ter¬ 
rorism. But it is the record of terrorism that 
is important (though other parts affect the 
credibility) 5 and of the terrorism of the 
Russian G.P.U. and the German Gestapo, 
there can be no doubt, and probably, though 
at times details seem incredible, no exaggera¬ 
tion. All through there is the appalling pic¬ 
ture of what happens when men, even 
prompted by some incentive toward justice 
or idealism, give themselves body and soul 
to an ideology and abandon all private judg¬ 
ment, all personal responsibility, all impulses 
of fairness, generosity and kindness, in abso¬ 
lute devotion to party discipline and obedi¬ 
ence to party leaders. Here is the raw. 


unrestrained, uncensored revelation of it, 
and of all that it does to transform men into 
brutes and beasts, or into highly developed 
instruments of calculated cruelty and torture. 
Here is the clear evidence of how little dif¬ 
ference there was between the Russian Com¬ 
intern and the Hitlerist Gestapo, even when 
they were spying upon and ruthlessly fight¬ 
ing each other; and here, though the author 
does not moralize, is the evidence of the 
threat to democracy of these terroristic forces 
now in league. 

There are hopeful aspects, even of so de¬ 
pressing and terrible a book (“ghastly,” a 
young associate has called it). It quickens 
these conclusions: 

1. There is comparatively little reference 
to Communism or to Communist leaders in 
the United States, and comparing Valtin’s 
book with Gitlow’s 1 Confess, published a 
year or So ago, one would conclude that 
the Communist movement here has been 
mainly open, rather than underground, and 
that though it has put the same stress upon 
ideology and party discipline, and its leaders 
have manifested the same mutual rivalry, 
suspicion* and distrust, there has been no 
such espionage and terrorism as in Europe. 
It is true that the crime for which Valtin 
(his real name, according to PM, is Krebs) 
served three years in San Quentin was com¬ 
mitted in California, but it was, according to 
his story, on orders from Europe against a 
European "traitor,” and an act of interna¬ 
tional revolutionary gangdom. If It had 
been in Europe, Valtin would probably have 
murdered his victim, as on his say-so he was 
ordered to do; but here in America he, pur¬ 
posely it would appear, bungled the job, 
and American law, fortunately, was swift 
to act. Incidentally, this crime, committed 
here during temporary passage in the 
U. S. A., may lead to Valtin’s deportation. 
The Communist Daily Worker has recently 
quoted extensively from the court record to 
prove that Valtin’s professed revolutionary 
act was just a plain crime. 

2. Apparently Communism has had least 
influence and least subversive activity in 
democratic societies like Great Britain and 


the United States, where its very freedom 
of expression has brought it under discus¬ 
sion and criticism. But there is warning in 
the fact that both Communists and Nazis 
took advantage of the freedom of northern 
European democracies to establish there, par¬ 
ticularly in Denmark, strong centers of es¬ 
pionage, sabotage and international revolu¬ 
tionary crime. In the light of the extensive 
use of false passports the Browder case has 
more serious aspects .than at first appeared. 
Democracies have the right* if not the neces¬ 
sary duty, of defending themselves against 
die abuse of the rights and privileges that 
they offer—a point that we sometimes irnder- 
emphasize in our persistent and consistent 
demand of civil rights for all, 

3. It is doubtful whether totalitarian gov¬ 
ernments under dictatorship of individual 
or party can ever have permanent strongrii 
because of die distrust that leaders have of 
one another and die rivalries and suspicions 
that the system breeds' The present power 
of Stalin and Hitler seems to deny this* but 
ten to twenty years is a short time in die life 
of a people, or of the world, and this book 
convinces one that the seeds of weakness and 
destruction are present in the very structure 
and methods of both Stalinism and Nazism. 

4. There is no gospel for mankind or hope 
of progress in doctrines and practice of dis¬ 
order, ruin* sabotage, and discontent. 
Nothing sound can be built on hate, violence, 
and distrust. 

5. All that Out of the Night records is a 
vital challenge to Christian laitli and life. 
The Christian way* quite as much as the 
democratic way, is undermined and attacked 
by materialistic and revolutionary move¬ 
ments; but the insistent question is, what are 
Christians doing* and what are they capable 
of doing and willing to do, to build a better 
world? Can they make clear the goals of 
social justice and mercy* and inspire free de¬ 
votion to goals and tasks at all equal to that 
that revolutionary movements have de¬ 
manded ? 

6. Democracy’s battle today is not all to 
be fought on sea and land, with ships, planes, 
and tanks. There is a deeper battle that is to 
be fought in the souls of men and in their 
relations one with another. The future de¬ 
pends on which way is going to triumph in 
the whole range of daily life. W. E. G.

The Bridge of Caravans. By Trances 
Jenkins Olcott, (W, A* Wilde . $ 2 , 00 .) 

“The Bridge” is the historical Mediter¬ 
ranean coastal route which caravans traveled 
from Asia Minor to Egypt. Miss Olcott 
followed it for 626 miles, and she tells of 
this Bible land in a book of deep interest 
with many pictures. Past and present are 
blended in a book rich in archeological lore 
and in the association of Biblical persons 
and incidents with places and tile life of the 
region. 

Living Prayerfully: A Great Book 

Living Prayerfully. By Kirby Page, 
(Farrar and Rinehart. $ 2 . 00 .) 

This massive book of 522 pages is a re¬ 
markable compendium of material on 
prayer, edited with introductory chapters 


and connecting links, all designed to assist 
the reader in discovering “how to experience 
life’s deepest satisfactions and serve man¬ 
kind most effectively.” We don’t know 
just how Dr, Page has done It or what in¬ 
fluences he has possessed in getting per* 
mission to reprint and bring together into 
one volume such an amazing anthology* 
but nothing of its kind that has ever come 
to our attention compares with it. It is 
not just a mass of quotations and selections, 
but a book, designed and arranged wkh in¬ 
sight* social vision, and an adequate sense of 
tiie purpose and direction of religion as 
well as of its nature and subjective quality. 
One cannot commend it too strongly, and 
its low price for such a large book should 
ensure for it the wide circulation and use 
that it ought to have.

THE LIVING CHURCH 

The Living Church is the Church in the Brother¬ 
hood from. Easter to Pentecost. The consecration of 
money is indispensible for the living church. 

“Money is man's chance to live out the principles 
which spiritualize the economic order which pro¬ 
duces the necessities of life. It is sacred against the 
contingencies of life. It is the means by which he 
builds brotherhood. Its uses develop his character. 
It is therefore a sacred thing. Trifling with it is 
trifling with human "life itself. Wise the man’who 
guards every use of it—making, spending, invest¬ 
ing, saving, and giving—as holy unto God. 

The practice of tithing will strengthen the Living Church. This Church is 
cooperating in an effort to attain a higher level of Christian stewardship. 
Every member is urged to study carefully the subject of tithing during the 
twenty days following Easter, April 5-24; and to practice tithing during the 
thirty days preceding Pentecost, April 25-May 24. This is suggested with the 
hope that the tithe may become a permanent life practice for a large number 
of the members of this church.

THREE CERTS A DAY 

Dr* H. C, Wober, editor of the Year Booh 
of American Churches, stales that "Three 
cents a day, the cost of a morning news 
paper, is the load which organized religion 
is setting for ©very adult [13 years of age or 
averl on its membership rolls* This is the 
load of the Catholics, Protestant and Jewish 
church and synagogue budgets for current 
^ponses and for philanthropic and missions 
enterprises. Three cents a day for the support 
ot the agencies in the nation whicn make 
justice* fralemalism, and character develop¬ 
ment * Compared with whal is spent for 
agencies and luxuries which tear down moral 
fiber, require heavy legislative and police 
control and produce subsidiary problems in 
family and personal deterioration this seems 
guile in ad equals," 

Money is available for luxuries and in¬ 
dulgences. Any fair examination of the fig¬ 
ures covering national expenditures proves we 
are not very poor except whon it comes to 
giving whal we have to others. Tire hquor 
bill in this nation is $10,000,000 a day. The 
expenditure on religion is a Utile over $1,000.- 
000 a day. In other words, with 3c per day 


for religion, ten times as much, or 30c a day, 
for the individual marks the difference. Some¬ 
thing is wrong with the scale of values 
Church gifts must be increased. Tithing will 
lift the ayerage.

WHAT IS TITHING? 

Tithing is the practice of setting 
aside one-tenlh of one s income for 
the work of Jesus Christ. It means 
one-tenth of one's income from sal¬ 
ary, wages, investments, or from in¬ 
dustrial, agricultural, business, or 
professional incomes minus neces¬ 
sary operating expenses. 

The tithe as a minimum takes its 
place as a practical expression of 
stewardship. It is a practical basis 
of proportionate giving. It is a prin¬ 
ciple by which we can make stew¬ 
ardship actual and living. 














THE BIBLE TEACHING ON TITHING 

The tithe runs through the Bible 
history and teaching. This principle 
was definitely written into the code 
of Israel's religious life: 

"And dll the tithe of the land, whether of 
the seed of the land, or fruit of the tree, U 
the Lord's. It Is holy unto the Lord." Lev. 
27:30. * 

Malachi raised a searching ques¬ 
tion: 

"Will a man rob God? Yet ye rob me. But 
ye say, Wherein have we robbed thee? In 
tithes and offerings." Malachi 3:8. 

The standard of generosity was 
not lowered but raised in the New 
Testament teaching. Surely a Chris¬ 
tian would not do less under the 
propulsion of love than a Jew did 
under the requirement of law. 
Church history tells us that tithing 
was in force in the early church. 
Jesus denounced the Pharisees who 
gave that men might admire them, 
and then lived like hypocrites. He 
condemned them for making the 
tithe a substitute for clean living, but 
he commended the tithe: 

"But woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrite's! for ye tithe mint and anise and 
cummin, and have left undone the weightier 
matters of the law, justice, and mercy, and 
faith; but these ye ought to have done and 
not left the other undone." Matt. 23:23.

F orm and Freedom in Worship. By 

Clarence Seidenspinner. Willet, Clark.

Dr. Seidenspinner feels that a new 
life-form is emerging in this country, 
and that unless the church can offer ap¬ 
propriate liturgical nourishment for it, 
men will seek their intellectual and emo¬ 
tional satisfactions 
outside the . church. 
New worship - pat¬ 
terns, he says, are in 
the making. In its 
dissatisfaction with 
inadequate forms, 
Protestantism has 
returned to histori¬ 
cal sources and has 
thereby achieved 
“good form”, but 
these patterns bear little relation to con¬ 
temporary American life. This book is a 
search for a way of worship that will com¬ 
bine adherence to canons of good taste 
with a vibrant contemporaneity having 
the ring of sincerity to the modern ear. In 
this connection, for example, Dr. Seiden¬ 
spinner makes some much-needed ob¬ 
servations about symbolism (pp. 12-16). 
The basis of the author’s thinking is 
perhaps best seen in the following sen¬ 
tences : “Worship seeks to express the 
inner essence of prayer or holy fellow¬ 
ship. Essentially, this is the adoration of 
God by man and the recognition of God’s 
nature and will. Man presents himself in 
adoration, and as God reveals himself to 
man, the human spirit comes to know the 
reality of God, his nature and will, and 
the meaning of fellowship with him. This 
is an objective transaction, for the em¬ 
phasis is upon God.” (p. 64). 

Taking up the question of actual 
service-patterns, Dr. Seidenspinner gives 
several outlines. One wishes that he had 
clothed these with actual material, so 
that the reader might judge the results. 
For example, where he lists “Hymn of 
Adoration”, we should like to know what 
hymn; and so with “Reading from the 
Scriptures”, “Call to Prayer”, “Collect”, 
etc. The author wisely divides his service 
into sections with headings, so that tl 
worshipper may enter into it with 
lightened enthusiasm. Some fault may be 1 
found with certain rather sweei 
statements. For instance, we submit^ 
a well-planned service, having intellec¬ 
tual integrity and moving toward a 
climax, can be made an experience of 
great power in the modern day even if 
it includes a careful selection of “old 
canticles and psalms, collects, creeds, and 
set prayers.” But Dr. Seidenspinner puts 
his finger on one of the real weaknesses 
in the pattern of Morning Prayer when 
he observes that “the people are not 
ready to confess their sin and seek the 
forgiveness so early in the service.” 

The positive contributions of this book 
far outweigh its imperfections, and it is 
a pleasure to see the problems of public 
worship met with so much insight. We 
hope that Dr. Seidenspinner will con¬ 


pmg 


tinue to write in this field, and we ven¬ 
ture to suggest that he meet with groups 
of clergymen from different communions 
in a joint effort to provide better and 
better forms. Our enthusiasm for this 
volume is genuine—even if it stops short 
of the pinnacle climbed by the publishers 
when they nailed to the masthead of the 
jacket the breath-taking motto: “This 
book contains all that the practicing 
minister needs to know about worship.”

The Chronology of the Public Min- 
J- istry of Jesus. By George Ogg. (Cam¬ 
bridge University Press.) Macmillan. 
$3.50. 

Books on Gospel chronology are large¬ 
ly records of earnest but futile attempts 
to arrive at certainty nor is Dr. Ogg’s 
volume an exception to this tantalizing 
rule. Its chief merit is its detailed and 
careful analysis of past endeavors; from 
these at least students will learn many 
methods whose uselessness has been 
proved and which therefore should be 
abandoned for the future. Dr. Ogg puts 
his chief reliance on fixing the date of 
the Crucifixion by direct astronomical 
computation of the Passovers in the 
various years between 26 and 36, using ‘ 
the data supplied by Dr. Frotheringham, 
an expert astronomer. Following the 
Johannine chronology, which makes the 
Passover begin on Friday evening, the 
only years possible are 30 and 33. But 
from other considerations based on “the 
fifteenth year of Tiberius Caesar” in 
Luke 3:1 Dr. Ogg holds that the former 
date is too early, so that 33 must be 
accepted. Possibly. But there are many 
uncertain elements. The Passover was 
held fourteen days after the equinoctial 
new moon was actually observed—this 
much seems certain. But from what 
height did the observation take place? 
Presumably from a mountain-top, but 
from what mountain-top? And how clear 
was the eastern horizon? Dr. Frother¬ 
ingham makes allowance for low-lying 
clouds but not for hills toward the east 
—-and in Palestine there are always hills 
toward the east. And how was the Pass- 
over reckoned when the sky was com¬ 
pletely overcast for several days, not an 
uncommon occurrence in a Palestinian 
March?

L iving Prayerfully. By Kirby Page. 

Farrar & Rinehart . $2.00. 

Kirby Page has done here what one 
would expect from such a great Chris¬ 
tian as he is. He has given us a hand¬ 
book of prayer, a study of the spiritual 
stimuli to prayer and a great body of 
reading, poems and prayers all bearing 
on certain phases of the subjects which 
are invaluable to any man looking for 
literary helps to the life with God. The 
book is a great treasury of the most 
penetrating thoughts of great souls in 
every field of thought and work. He has 
gone back into ancient writings for his 
illustrations and he has made use of 


contemporary thinkers as well. It is a 
gathering together of great religious ex¬ 
periences divided into seven general 
fields, awe and adoration, praise and 
thanksgiving, contrition and confession, 
aspiration and commitment, petition and 
intercession, communion and fellowship, 
and social action. Dr. Page and all his 
family have worked together for two 
years to produce this most helpful col¬ 
lection. Such books can be dreadfully 
dull and mechanical but there is nothing 
of the prayer-wheel in this book. It is 
living, real and intelligent and it ex¬ 
presses the best religious thought of the 
most religious people in any such store¬ 
house of religious experiences. There are 
special readings for one hundred days, 
and such a course of systematic reading 
and prayer should make religion a new 
thing to all who will use it. For in¬ 
dividual use, for family prayer, group 
worship, leaders of groups and for the 
minister’s desk, there is no modern book 
which can be so whole-heartedly recom¬ 
mended as this. It should be the prayer 
book of all who seek help in finding a 
new grip on modern personal-social re¬ 
ligion.

'T’he Passing of the Saint. By John M. 

Medklin. University of Chicago. $2. 

Dartmouth’s Professor of Sociology 
has something here of much timely im¬ 
portance in an age when the totalitarian 
state with its creedal trust in force is 
attemping to eclipse democracy and its 
usual fellow traveler, laissez-faire, self¬ 
ish individualism, three types of culture 
that have not been friendly toward any 
type of sainthood, Catholic, medieval or 
Protestant. The saint that Dr. Mecklin 
trails down is the medieval type, prin¬ 
cipally Bernard of Clairvaux and Saint 
Francis with Lady Poverty, both of 
whom represented ideals of sainthood 
that fitted neither the middle class nor 
democracy and lacked the cosmic out¬ 
look of Augustine and, as types, never 
adjusted themselves to the industrial age 
and the capitalistic system. The saint 
passed because he was not a universal 
type. The biographical essays use the 
psychological approach and sociological 
evaluation. The concluding chapter on 
the saint and democracy is challenging 
both to democracy and to Christian lead 
ers. Dr. Mecklin’s books, The Survival 
Value of Christianity and Democracy 
and Race Friction, established the repu¬ 
tation tins work enhances, of his right 
to appraise saints as saints and as citi¬ 
zens; two aspects that must be coordin¬ 
ated if sainthood is to survive as a cul¬ 
ture, for certainly the age of individual¬ 
ism has passed.

In reply to your letter of April 16th, I would, say that I do 
not think that any generally set-up conference would "be a success, hut 
I have talked with our Senior Deacons and the President of our Immanuel 
Church Women, and we would he very happy to have you come here, provided 
it was possible, on Sunday, June 7th. 

The Morning Service is our regular stated communion service 
which may involve receiving a few into membership and which is a very 
lovely service. There would he twenty minutes in that service when an 
address on the theme, "Practicing the Presence of Cod," by you, would 
he most thoroughly appropriate. It would bring you in touch with a fair 
summer congregation. There is normally a very rapid diminution in numbers 
as summer approaches. You are familiar enough with churches to realize 
that.

Dear Kirby: 

Your answer to my inquiry about registration I 
saw in the Christian Century - that you are going to register 
and for oertain definite reasons. I wrote alos to John Haynes 
Holmes and Fosdick and both said about what you say. Holmes 
was bery dear and urged me to register. I shall do so. I 
did not feel it worth while to refuse, even after I sawMuste's 
statement unless a great many joined in refusal. Holmes says 
even that would do no good but rather harm. 

Thinking about this has made me feel that we should 
somehow make a positive contribution to the ending of this 
oonflict. I was. wondering whether or not it would be feasible 
and good policy (strategy) to get commitments from many pacifist 
ministers to celebrate Armistice Day with a demand for another 
armistice - of THIS war - and that leaders of the natiosn get 
together during the armistioe and work out some peaoe plan. If 
a thousand, ministers were to do this ON THE SAME DAY, from New 
York to California, it would have a great effept. I know the 
newspaper columnists and others who are in authority deprecate 
this kind of thing, but I do believe the people would respond 
to it. If it could be enlarged to include Great Britain and 
other belligenent nations ( pacifist ministers in them) it 
would do untold good - and may even end the war. Maybe I'm just 
pipe-dreaming. But this would be positive and the people would 
not be confused about it. The people want peaoe. You have led 
great movemnets for peaoe and you have had experience in strategy. 
What do you think? The summer would be agood time to plan it. 

If peace oomes before then all the better. Events from now until 
then might make such a thing more propitious than now - althought 
I think even now it would make a great impression.

Considering Prayer in Daily Living 


Living Prayerfully, by Kirby Page. New 
York: Farrar & Rinehart. $2. 


T he name of this author is j 
familiar to a vast reading j 
public, for in two decades he j 
has produced more than a score of j 
volumes dealing with religion and j 
social problems, all having the defi- : 
nitepurpose of improving the status 
of his fellow men. This volume is 
unique in its approach to and deal¬ 
ing with the great sub j ect, 
“prayer,” and its place in the daily 
round of the individual. 

An introductory chapter de¬ 
scribes in .plain terms the terrible 
social conditions prevalent in 
Palestine at the beginning of the 


first century. It bears the sugges- i 
tive title, “Totalitarianism,” and is 
a graphic picture of what happens 
in a land where political authority 
is seized by cruel and heartless 
men.

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have gone before. In the end, it 
will settle nothing and must lead 
only to disillusionment, impover¬ 
ishment and, perhaps^ to world 
revolution. It would be well for 
civilization if hostilities could stop 
tomorrow wilh victory for neither 
side since ‘victory' in other wars 
has only sown the seeds for later 
conflicts. 

'Nearly 2,000 years ago in Pales¬ 
tine, Christ was given the choice 
of leading his people against the 
Roman overlords or of seeking to 
alleviate their distress by preach¬ 
ing a gospel of brotherly love and 
submission. He made his choice, 
knowing what it would entail in 
lost prestige, suffering and death. 

FAMILY DISAGREES 

“There 13 nothing else that I can 
do, feeling as I do. One man’s ex¬ 
ample miy not change the course 
of modern thought nor institute an 
era of universal brotherhood. I 
know that. But a start must be 
made somewhere and I could not 
do otherwise if I wished.” 

Gray said he had never sought 
to persuade others to his beliefs 
and would not do so. 

My wife feels as I do about war, 
but differs with me on the issue of 
conscription,” he said. “My 13-year- 
old girl differs with me on both 
issues. A 15-year-old daughter and 
a 16-year-old son are away at 
school and I do not know their 
sentiments. It would give me great 
joy if they shared my opinions, 
but I shall do nothing to shape 
them.” 

Gray declared that “conscrip¬ 
tion is the chief instrument of 
totalitarianism, which I hate, but 
which can never be defeated by 
tatolitarian methods such as we 
are adopting. 

“Only the universal practice of 
Christianity can elimate the causes 
of war,” he said. 

Gray answered the stock ques¬ 
tions that had been put to him so 
many times by examining boards 
more than 25 years ago. 

If an armed intruder entered his 
home, he would offer no resistance 
but would invite him to take what 
he would and go in peace. 

HUNGER STRIKE 

“If a brute attacked my wife or 
children? I do not know what I 
wduld do under those circum¬ 
stances. Neither do you.” 

Christ may have scourged the 
money changers from the temple 
with whips, but he had not resorted 
to killing, Gray said. 

He had been wrong for a time, 
he admitted, in refusing to work 
in the Federal prisons to which 

he had been confined under life 
sentence, later reduced to 25 years 
at hard labor. For 12 days he had 
gone on a hunger strike, holding 
that if the Government took his 
liberty, the Government must pro¬ 
vide him with food; clothing. 

it&r~S3Kr the'means to maintain 
health and cleanliness. To do this 
for Jilmself or to contribute to that 
end by labor, he contended, would 
be to co-operate, therefore to con¬ 
done the system. That attitude, 
he says now, was also in error. This 
time he will work if sent to prison, 
provided such labor is without 
military value. 

I fully expect to receive a sen¬ 
tence of five years at hard labor,” 
Gray asserted, “but I shall not bear 
animus toward anyone and shall 
take occasion to assure the trial 
judge of that fact.” 

Gray finds nothing incompatible 
with-his stand in that, as a farmer, 
he will be producing food and raw 
materials which will further the 
war effort. 

“When I leave milk at your 
door,” he said s “it is not my con¬ 
cern what you do with it. I do not 
feel responsible for your acts.” 

HIS BACKGROUND 

It is impossible to understand 
Harold Studley Gray without know¬ 
ledge of his background. 

His maternal grandfather was 
Dr. William S. Studley, a celebrated 
Methodist minister of his day. His 
paternal grandfather, first presi¬ 


dent of the Ford Motor Co., was a 
lay member of the Disciple Brother¬ 
hood. His, father was Philip H. 
Gray, president of the Detroit 
YMCA, and known as a philan¬ 
thropist. 

Gray early manifested deeply re¬ 
ligious tendencies. He speaks now, 
without embarrassment or ostenta¬ 
tion of his “comradeship with God” 
which he considers the most potent 
influence in his life. 

While attending Central 1-ign 
School in Detroit, he became so 
absorbed in the religious aspects of 
TMCA work and in the Sunday 
school class he was teaching at the 
Central Christian Church that I 113 
studies suffered. Sent to Phillips 
Exeter Academy and, later at Har¬ 
vard, which he entered in 1914, he 
took a profound interest in the 
activities of the Student Christian 
Association. 

So far from thinking of the Irrec¬ 
oncilability of Christianity and war, 
Gray joined the student regiment 
then forming at Harvard. In the 
spring of-1916, he accepted an op¬ 
portunity to become a “Y” secre¬ 
tary in England, ministering to the 
Germans in the prison camps. 
Gradually, through a period of 
emotional travail that brought him 
close to nervous collapse, he found 
his Bible study and related work 
inconsistent with the fact that the 
“Y” was doing its utmost to . pro¬ 
mote the capse of the Allies. 

SPURNED DESK JOB 

His pacifist sentiments did not 
find favorable reception at home. 
When he proposed to resign and 
returp to- Detroit, his parents urged 
him to remain in England, believ¬ 
ing, ferroneously, that his “Y” posi¬ 
tion would exempt him from mili¬ 
tary service. 

Gray was under the same im¬ 
pression but insisted on returning 
in December, 1917. His father had 
registered for him in his absence 
and later persuaded him to submit 
to his physical examination. Mean¬ 
while, family influence virtually in¬ 
sured for him what Gray called a 
“bomb - proof job” at a desk in 
Washington. He scornfully refused 
the offer. 

Inducted Into service at Camp 
Custer, exactly 24 years ago today, 
Gray proclaimed himself a con¬ 
scientious objector at first roll call 
and was interned at the camp, with 
70 others. On July 18, 1918, the 
group was sent to Fort Leaven¬ 
worth. Late in October, he was 
tried before a court martial on the 
nominal charge of refusing to obey 
a military command to rake the 
parade ground. The Judge Advo¬ 
cate asked for the death penalty. 
The sentence was life at hard labor 
arid this was later commuted to 25 
years. Actually, sentence was pro¬ 
nounced four days after the sign¬ 
ing of the Armistice. 

AN EXPERIMENT 

Gray, from his letters, appeared 
to be strangely cheerful at this 
prison work and in the friendships 
he made behind its walls. In July, 
1919, with other objectors, he was 
suddenly an dinexplicibiy removed 


eral Prison at Alcatraz. Rel 
came on Sept. 5, 1919. 

With three years of his life v 
ished, Gray returned to Harvart 
complete his course and follow 
with work for a master’s degr- 
The following four years wr 
spent as teacher of economics 
Central China University at W 
chang, 600 miles up the Yang 
River. 

Despite his strong religious le; 
ings, Gray never has accepted 
lay post in the church. He thou? 
seriously of entering the minis 
but dlscar&ed it. 

“I wanted to apply Christ: 
principles to the world of busines 
he said, but even in 1916 he h 
begun to dream of their applicati 
to a unique enterprise. Perhaps * 
spired by the Russian experime 
with communism, which he believ 
had failed. Gray visioned a coi 
munity farm, combining agricult: 
And industry, under demccra 
ownership and control. 

After several years in the serv 
of a- Detroit banking institution, 
launched his experiment in colic 
tive security on a farm in the S 
line valley, south of Ann Arbor, 
success in itself, the soberi; 
years have led him to , dou 
whether it can ever be projects 


on a large scale as he had i 
tended. 

MEMORIES VIVID 

Of those conscientious objeetc 
confined* with him in Alcatr 
Gray has corresponded with fo 
—and these, like himself, he sa 
are refusing to register for t 
work draft. 

Vivid in his memory is his p* 
ents’ grief and sense of disgrac 
the world’s charge of cowardic 
the long hours at menial labor ! 
camp and disciplinary barrack 
the verminous cells and the dam 
dungeons. His family and his fan 
have never erased the scenes fro 
his mind, though he has been 
happy as man can be who is r 
wholly attuned to a world go: 
mad. 

Now he is preparing to leave 
life r to take up his burden ; 
follow along to his own parties 
Calvary. 

“I have no choice,” he says, 
man’s highest duty is to live up 
the light as he sees it.”
